A GENTLEMAN who arrived from North Da- 
kota yesterday with Murdoch McLeod re- 
ports agricultural matters in very poor 
shape in that region this season, Although 
the rain up to the time of his leaving three 
Weeks ago had been more abundant than tn 
any of theeiyht vears he had been there, the 
ground was so thoroughly dried out from 
previous years that it was not enough. The 
grain was cut down severalgtimes by frost 
after it started, and unless there are contin- 
ued and heavy rains the crop will be another 
failure. His record in eight years of wheat 
raising there is one year 27 bushels, seven 
years 7 bushels, and he has been as well off 
as his neighbors. The cause is lack of rain- 
fall, hail storms and frost, Hail insurantve 
is an established i Ktitution, the rate being 
26 cents an acre. 


Mrssks. Fane & Jones, ranchers of Beaver 
lake, were in town this week, The season 
has been favorable at Beaver lake, but scarce- 
ly as forward as at Edmonton, Crops 
look well. There was a severe storm a few 
weeks ayo and hail fell but noserijus damage 
wis done except that some boats were 
smashed. The lake is very low and Beaver 
creek, the outlet of the lake, is dry. The 
streams coming into the lake from the 
Beaver hills are now beginning to run owing 
to recent rains and the lake is consequently 
rising. Considerable work has been done on 
the Beaver lake end of the new road to Fort 
Saskatchewan, and only about a quarter of 
a mile of cutting remains to make connec- 
tion with the work done from Fort Saskat- 
chewan.

ly good winter road, Stock is doing well at 
the lake. Messrs. Fane & Jones are well 
satisfied with the locality as a place for horse 
ranching.

EDMONTON BULLETIN, 
TWO POLICIES. 

It is probably needless to mention to read- 
ere of this paper that the Calgary Herald 
does not [ike the BUlLxrIx. A few weeks 
ago it went very far out of its way to criti- 
cize adversely— and falsely—an immigration 
pamphlet issued from this office. Its criti- 
cism was not received with that meekness of 
spirit which its very fresh editor no doubt 
expected. It has now dropped the subject 
of immigration pamphlets and occupies a 
column and a half the more or less valuable 
space on the first page of its issue of June 
18th in pointing out to its limited circle of 
readers that it does not agree with the 
editorial policy of the BuLLeTin. As the 
Herald has been kind enough to forward a 
free copy of its issue containing the article 
in question to a large number of the resid- 
ents of Edmonton it has saved the necessity 
of reproducing its tiresome inanity in these 
columns in order to show the readers of the 
BULLETIN the grade of imported idiocy which 
the enthusiastic but unwary stockholders of 
the Herald publishing company (limited) are 
being bled to provide. The apology which 
the BULLETIN has to offer for referring to the 
scurrility is that it desires to use it asa means 
of contrasting its policy as an independent 
paper with that of the Herald as the repre- 
sentative of a party. Not as a party organ, 
tor an organ is expected to present and de- 
fend the case of its masters, which the Herald 
has neither brains nor courage to do. It 
can only play the obedient cur which from a 
safe distance snaps and barks at whatever it 
ix told without asking or kuowing why. 


The BULLETIN’s policy is to give an inde- 
pendent opinion on public questions of in- 
terest to its readers and supporters, and to 
deal with there questions in such a manner 
as shall be interesting to its readers and of 
present and future advantage to its support- 
ers. In pursuance,of that policy,a few weeks 
ayo it mentioned arumor then current in 
town that the Indian reserve on the south 
side of the river was in the hands of a syndi- 
cate who had in view the establishment 
upon it of a speculative town site. The 
Herald is very,wrathy with the BULLETIN for 
having published this item, the accusation 
contained in which it happens“ to know is 
utterly and absolutely false. When it is 
remembered that no accusation was made or 
hinted at, if the rumor was so utterly and 
absolutely false as the Herald declares, there 
was surely nothing in the affair to warrant 
hysterics on its part, if it were guided by 
ordinary principles of common sense, The 
BULLETIN had heard a rumor which was of 
interest to its readers and of material im. 
portance to its supporters. In accordance 
with what it believed to be its duty towards 
its readers and supporters it published that 
rumor, Te Herald would have had it sup- 
press what was of interest to those who pay 
their good money expecting to get the news 
from its columns, and asks can the people 
of Edmonton seriously believe that such 
blackguardismn is serving the interests of their 
town?” One would think from the Herald 
article that the publication of such an item, 
would result in the annihilation of the place 
and people tolerating it. For the informa- 
tion of the Herald it may be well to mention 
that no alarming signs have been seen in the 
heavens since the item appeared, people 
generally, including the editor, have been 
taking three meals a day with pleasing regu- 
larity, and stranger still the Indian depart. 
ment has been at some pains to inform the 
public that the reserve in question is to be, 
and therefore has not been, sold, and further 
information has been published that it will 
be sold by public competition, There is 
just one reasenable way of accounting for 
the Herald's hysterics on this matter and 
that is that the rumor “as Correct as far as 
intention went, but that ite timely publica- 
tion made the completion of the scheme too 
dangerous to be attempted. As the tuatter

masters might not be hurt nor their schemes 
thwarted. There is a similarity between the 
policy of the Herald and that of the BuLueTix 
in that both uphold the interests of those 
who support them. The difference is that 
the BULLETIN is supported by the people and 
the Herald at least hopes to be by the govern. 
ment. 

The Herald finds fault with the BuLLETIN 
for having advocated in strong terms the 
erection of a proper registry office at Ed- 
monton, for which parliament voted a sum at 
its last session. Harping on that string it 
accuses the BULLETIN of having declared that 
“responsible ministers wish to use the public 
money forspeculative purposes, witholding 
it at present to ‘bear’ the property of pre- 
sent owners, with a view of expending it 
hereafter to ‘bull’ that or some other pro- 
perty in which they may then have a larger 
personal interest.“ The BullLxrix did not 
accuse the responsible ministers of any such 
thing. The accusation was made, as eet. 
forth in the beginning of the article on the 
subject, by Persons high in authority and 
in the confidence of the government” who 
ive it to be understood that these buildings 
will not be erected until the crossing of the 
Saskatchewan by the Calgary & Edmonton 
railway has been determined.” The BULLETIN 
did not declare that the ministers were 
actually doing thus and so but it did declare 
that if the statements of the persons high in 
authority were correct their course was 
injurious to Edmonton and discreditable to 
themselves, and now begs to repeat and 
emphasize that statement, which it challenges 
any man or newspaper to deny. 

The sympathetic soul of the Herald is 
harrowed allto pieces by the fear that the 
BULLETIN’s advocacy is injurious to Edmon- 
ton’s interests. This is how the Herald in 
the same article advocates those interests. 
“The question of the crossing of the Saskat- 
chewan at Edmonton isa serious one; it is 
mainly an engineering question, and there will 
be every excuse for the government if it 
hesitates to expend money on a registry 
office, court house and police lock up on a 
site which may be found ultimately far away 
from the bulk of the population.” The 
dullness of the Herald evidently prevents it 
from understanding that to excuse is to ac- 
cuse. If it is to be taken at its own estimate as 
being in the government’s secrets and there- 
fore, being a friend of the government, ex- 
pressing the government’s views, the sentence 
given above must fix more firmly in the 
mind of any one the idea that it is the dellb- 
erate intention of these for whom it speaks 
to speculate on the prospects of Edmonton 
if circumstances will permit. It they are not 
doing so they should make their cur cease 
his yelping, which discredits them, and turn 
their promises, which he gives to be under- 
stood are mere empty words, into accom- 
plished facts, If they are doing so it is 
for the public of Edmonton to consider 
whether they would gain or lose most by 
letting matters drift withou’ vigorous pro- 
test. The very fact that the Herald has gone 
to sucha length to deprecate all protest 
when the amount of ite interests in Ed- 
monton’s welfare is compared with its interest 
in forwarding the schemes of those who are 
behind it—goes to prove that protest is what 
they are afraid of and that what Edn.onton 
has to fear is not that protest shall be too

SUICIDE. 

Os Wednesday morning of this week a 
young man named John Coyle, confined at 
Fort Saskatchewan as a lunatic, committed 
suicide with a revolver by shooting hinrself 
through the head. He died at noon on 
Wednesday. He was about eighteen vears 
of ageand came, it is thought, from New 
York State. He was first seen in this part 
of the country last summer, wandering aim- 
lessly about sometimes, giving his destina 
tion as Hudson's Bay. He was picked up 
by a police patrol in June of last year on the 
road between Edmonton and Victoria and 
brought to Fort Saskatchewan where he has 
been confined asa lunatie ever since. The 
necessary forms were gone through by Supt. 
Griesbach to secure hie removal to Manitoba 
penitentiary where lunatics from the North- 
west are confined, but for some reason or 
other, the removal, which is at the pleasure 
of the lieutenant-governor, was not made. 
As the young man wes veak - minded rather 
than insane and not atall inclined to be 
violent in any way he was given light ein- 
ployment occasionally around the barracks, 
and was not kept under the strict watch that 
would have been thought necessary had he 
been violent. On Wednesday morning he 
was employed in sweeping out the guard 
room. The§ (guard, John Mewhort, who 
occupied one of the cells as a room, went 
out for a few moments, and locked the door 
of his room after him, but concealed the key 
instead of taking it with him. He bad only 
been out a minute or two when he heard the 
report of arevolver. Rushing back to the 
guard room he found the door of his room 
unlocked, the oh in the door and his revol- 
ver gone. Coyle had taken the revolver 
and going outside the barrack square 
had put the muzzle of the revolver to his 
head just over the right temple and fired. 
The ball passed through the head blowing 
out part of the brains and a large piece of 
bone from the skull, shattering the bones of 
the skull considerably besides. He was 
picked up at once and carried in, but was 
unconscious and remained so until noon, 
when he died. Dr. McInnis, coroner, was 
notified and went down frem Edmonton on 
Wednesday evening. The inquest was held 
on Thursday forenoon before the following 
be 8 F. Fraser Tims, foreman, Thos.

ABAMEMENT OF NUISANCES. 

Tuk Northwest ordinance for the abate- 
ment of nuisances in unincorporated towns, 
provides as follows, 

In any unincerporated town, no person 
shall suffer the accumulation upon his pre- 
mises, or deposit, or permit the deposit 
upon any lot belonging to him, of anything 
which may endanger the public health, or 
deposit upon, on or into any street, square, 
lane, by-way, lake, pond, bank, river, stream, 
sewer or water, any manure, or other refuse, 
or vegetable or animal matter, or other filth 
or nuisance, 

Every householder and every hotel and 
resturant keeper or other person shall dis- 
pore of all garbage, for the disposal of which 

e is responsible, either by burning the 
same or by placing it ina proper covered 
receptacle for swilland house offal, the con- 
tents of which shall, between the löth day of 
May andthe lst day of November, be regu: 
larly removed at least once a week. 

Between the 15th day of May and the 1st 
day of November, n> swine shall be kepe 
within the limits of any unincorporated 
town, except in pens seventy fert distant 
from any house, with floors kept free from 
standing water, and regularly cleansed and 
disinfected; nor shall any swine be permit- 
ted to run at large at any time in any unin- 
corporated town. 

Excavations, where foul water accumulates, 
shall be filled np, or when otherwise danger. 
ous, shall be safely covered over or fenced 
in. 

Any person, contrayening any of the pro- 
visions of this Ordinance, shall be guilty of 
an offence, and for each and every such 
offence, shall be liable, on summary convic- 
tion before a Justice of the Peace, to a pen- 
alty of not more than ten dollars, together 
with costs of prosecution.
